On farms where tlie Hocks are yarded 
it Is customary to keep two cocks for 
every eight or teu hens and to alter- 
nate the males about twice a week, 
keepiug one penned aloof while the 
other is with the flock. ■ When turkeys 
are giveil unlimited range, which is the 
most successful method of / raising 
them, they naturally divide into flocks.

"llfiapli' off* trie so called "bad luck" in 
tayliey rai.-jiji.^. infertility, soft shelled 
pt^gf-j and uniiuif'td vispi'. is due to \m- 
jiroiicr fiojiiiLC. Avoid haviin; the 
breeding sto, k too fat. If they have be- 
come so during the winter season en- 
deavor to reduce them to medium flesh 
before the niating season. Oats .-ire one 
of the best I'eeds durin- tlie ln-ee<ling 
mouths, witii au oocasioual feeding of 
wheat, corn, barley and ground bone. 
CJrit, oyster siiells and charcoal should 
be kept wii'nin easy reach of the birds 
at all times and a plentiful supply of 
fresh driukuig water. 



Maintaining a Balance Between Hut, 
Moisture and Fertilit/. ^ 

[Prepared by United States department of 

asricuUure.] 

The secret of successful corn culture 

ia to niuintain a jn'oper lialance of 
moisture, heat and fertility. Thc:ic 
three factors, together with the nature 
of the seed, determine yields in all 
parts of the country. 

A change in the supply of one may 
make a change in another advisable. 
Thus the moisture requirement varies 
with the amount of heat available. lu 
addition to water and lieat, soil fertil- 
ity and seed also must be regarded 
among the chief essentials. No one of 
these can be said to be more important 
than another. Where all are abundant 
except one— as water, for example— 
this one becomes the limiting factor, 
£uid methods of supplying it become 
the impoilant means of increasing the 
yield. 

Corn possesses characteristics which 
appear to make it adapted to drought 
conditions and, on the other li;;nd, has 
liualiiies which litait ils iiossilaiiiies as 
a crop for semiarid regions anil call for 
special adjustments. In producing a 
given weight of feed or diy matter 
corn uses less m ater than certain other 
crops, as outs, clover and alfalfa. It 
is deep rooted and can if uecessary 
draw water from a ^epth of live or six 
feet. In hot, dry weather the rolliug 
of tlio blades reduces the loss of water. 
On the other hand, the heat reiiuirc- 
uunts and peculiar flowering habits of 
this crop niake it less adapted to semi- 
arid regions than other grain or forage 
crops. 

Corn makes iis entire growth durhig 
the season of highest temperature, 
growing best when the thermometer 
registers 80 to 100 degrees F. It can- 
not grow in e:irly spring or late fall, 
aud its growth is retarded during the 
summer by cold nights or cool weather. 
It needs its greatest supply of mois- 
ture during the .summer weeks when 
droughts are most likely and when 
rains are less cftective because of 
los.s(*s froTn evaporation. In other 
w >;<!s, 'leat requirement of con;

Abundance of Food and Room For Ea- 
•rci«« Neoetsary to Success. 

Every lux'f.-intioii ^ill<ulI(l b(> inkeu iu 
liirkey ruising to oulaiu stroug, vigor- 
otis stock. Do not imagine tbat size 
is the ultliu [luiiit of excellence, says a 
poultry expert. A medium sized gob- 
bler weighing about tweuty-tive pounds 
will usually render more safisfm-tory 
results tbau an overlieavy spefimcn. 
In all foTvls remember that size iSk 
largely intluL'ncod by tlio teuuilo. and 
the color uud dLstinguishiug charucter- 
Istics by the male. The hens should 
be well uiaturcd, weighing not less 
than fourteen pounds, iutcliigcnt and 
tame, as distinguished from wild and 
uudulj- excitable birds, and of pro- 
nounced couslitutioiml vigor. 

A safe rule for mating is to have a 
torn for every four lo six liens:. (Jood 
fertility is n iforted i'roui niatiiis's t^f a 
male tu every twelve females, but we 
are inclined lo thiulc this is unusual. 
On farms where the flocks are yarded 
it is customary to keep two eocks for 
every eiglit or teik Lous and to alter- 
nate the males al>yut twice a Aveek, 
keeping one penned aloof while the 
other is with the flock. • When turkeys 
are giveii unlimited rauire, which is the 
most successful method of raisim? 
them, tliey naturally divide ihto flocks. 
■ It is said tbat the real secret of suc- 
cess in rearing turkeys is exercise.

Maintaining a Balance Between Heat, 
Moisture and Fertilit/. 

[Prepared by United States department of 
agriculture.] 

The secret of successful corn culture 
is to maintain a proper balance of 
moisture, heat and fertility. Thcic 
three factors, togetlicr with the nature 
of the seed, determine yields iu all 
parts of the country. 

A cbango in the supply of one may 
make a chanire in .mother advisable. 
Thus the moisture retiuiremeut varies 
with tlie amount of heat available. In 
addition to water and lieat, soil fertii- 
ity and seed also must be regarded 
among the chief essentials. No one of 
these can bo said to be more important 
than another. >^"here all are abundant 
except one— as water, for example— 
this one liecomes the limiting factor, 
and methods of supplying it become 
the important means of increasing the 
yield. 

Corn possesses cbaracterisiit-s whieh 
appear to make it adaptetl to drought 
conditions and, on the other hand, has 
qualities which limit its possibilities as 
a crop for semiarid regions and call for 
special adjustments, lu i)roduciug a 
given weight of feed or dry matter 
corn uses less water than certain other 
crops, as oats, cloA-er and alfalfa! It 
is deep rcjotod and can if necessary 
draw v.ater from u depth of live or six 
feet. In hot, dry weather the rolling 
of the blades reduces the loss of water. 
On the other hand, the heat rtniuire- 
lUfiils and peculiar llowering habits of 
this crop make it less adapted to semi- 
arid regions than other grain or forage 
crops. 

Corn makes its entire growth during 
the season of hii;liest leiuperature, 
growing best when tlio thermometer 
registers SO to 100 degrees F. It can- 
not grow in e;irly sprinir or late fall, 
and its grov.rh is retanled during the 
summer by coKi ni.'^hts <u- cool wcatlier. 
It needs its greatest supidy of mois- 
ture durin.g the sumnicr weeks when 
droughts ait! ninst likely and when 
rains are less elVeciiye because ol 
losses from evaporation. In other

PLANTIN G FRUIJ TREES. 

Care Should Bo Ta'Ken Not to Set th* 
R(otR Too Deep In Soil. 

The bf:^iuuci' lu tn-o iilantiiig usually 
sets bis trees too deep ratbcr than too 
Kliallovr III tLe relatively lieavy soils of 
ilissouri. J. V. Wliittcu of the depart- 
mont of liortkulture of the University 
of Mibi.sourl says. 

"Young trees sliould be selected for 
plant hi^. and they sIiouUl bo set at the 
sanio <k'i)th at which thoy stood in the 
nursery." Mr. Whit ten said. "Trees 
tuni to the northeast and grow crooked 
because of the warm south and south- 
west winds durinsT the Krowiir^ season.' 
Tlic tree s'.ioiild ho si-t with the heavier 
side to the southwest to avoid this. 

"The roots should be trimmed so as 
not to be cranipod aiiil any rajrscd 
wounds taken off. I'oarh tioos should 
be pniiiod most severely r.rtcr plnntiufi 
of any oi the orchard fruits. Trim all 
branches off. leaving a single whip; 
then shorten the whi|) to a lieitjht of 
about two and one-half foot, ("herry 
trees should be less severely trimmed. 
If well branched the center of the tree 
should be cut out. The Japanese plum 
tree should be shaiied like the peach. 
Other plum, apple and pear trees, hav- 
ing only a sini;le whip, should be treat- 
ed likewise. Older trees may be treat- 
ed like the cherry, with the exception 
that all branches may be shortened to 
one-half or one-third of their natural 
length."

A million dollars a year is to 
be spent by the forest service for tl»e 
next ten years in this work, an<l, in.is- 
luuch as the states and counties will 
contribute a lilce amount, government 
utUcials ligure tiiat approximately 0,000 
miles of new road will be constructed 
during tlio life of the appropriation. 

This mileage will not only make It 
l)ossible lor travelers to penetrate to 
the heart of tlie virgin woods and en- 
joy scenic pleasures which have for- 
merly been inaccessible, but it will 
form a species of insurance against 
forest tires which has been almost en- 
tirely lacking in the past, in addition 
to rendering far more habitable the 
hot and otherwise disagreeable ' sec-

"The road problem of the forests is 
being met in two waj-s— first. l»y the 
work of public Improvements being 
carried on by the government in the

■ ypar 1*66 government has built in the 
forests roads, 'trails, bridges, telephone 
lines and other improvements. The 
national forests bave been under ad- 
ministration only a decade, yet there 
l;iave already been constructed 2,000 
pifJcg of ronds.
